“Of California’s one thousard miles of'ocean front, only thirty-
five miles is publicly owned. !nc[mslnuly the public is being bar-
red from access to the ocean where the foreshore is privately owned,
A single estate north of Los ‘Angeles controls a. stretch of twenty
miles and riders aré employed to' patrol it so that no one may go
onto the beautiful sandy beach. It/ is a common sight over the.
weekend to see thousands of city folk eating their picnic dinner in
their automobiles because they are unable to leave the narrow rib-
bon of rondway which at this point runs close beside the ocean.

“A similar situation exists at many other. ranches, and the en-
croachment of private beach clubs, private homes, and private pre-
serves, with barh wire fences eontinues to increase, with the time
near at hand whon the beaches for the most part will be for the
dxclusive use of a few of the more privileged. '
